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Sharp Upturn 
Wholesale Prices Increase 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 


Higher prices for steel and other 
metals and a sharp jump for 
gasoline were major factors in 
pushing over-all wholesale 
prices up four-tenths of one per 
cent last month, the government 
said today. 


"Continued strength in metal 


and metal products prices and a 
sharp upturn in the fuels indexes 
caused about 70 per cent of the 
total rise for industrials," said 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


The May increase pushed the 


government's Wholesale Price 
Index up to 113.8. This means 
wholesale goods worth $100 on 
the average in the 1967 base 
period cost $113.80 last month. 


The index was up 3.4 per cent 


over the past year but the an- 
nual rate of 4.3 per cent the past 
six months was the highest for 
any six-month period since 
March of 1970. The bureau said 
this was still below the peak rate 
of 5.2 per cent for the six months 
ending in June 1969. 


The increases for metals, 


fuels and other goods pushed the 
over-all industrial commodities 
index up four-tenths of one per 
cent. 


Farm products rose nine- 


tenths of one per cent, but the 
bureau figured a l.l per cent 
decline on a seasonal basis 
because fruits and vegetables 
did not show the approximately 
10 per cent rise of a year earlier. 


The over-all wholesale price 


hike of four-tenths of one per 
cent was the highest in three 
months, but on a seasonal basis 


the bureau said it was three- 
tenths compared with April's 
five-tenths increase. 


Price increases for a number 


of steel bar and pipe items and 
for several semifinished steel 
items were reflected in the in- 
dex, the report said. 


"Foundry and forge shop 


products and a number of 
fabricated metal products, also 
were up in price," it added.

Unemployment Rate 
At Nine-Year High 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


nation's unemployment rate 
moved back up in May to match 
a nine-year high of 6.2 per cent 
of the U. S. work force, the 
government said today. 


Jobless rates rose especially 


for construction workers and 
sales workers 
and 
young 


women, and the number of long- 
term unemployed — 27 weeks or 
more — climbed substantially,' 
the Labor Department said. 


The national jobless rate was 


up from 6.1 per cent in April, 
said the department's Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 


The actual number of jobless 


Amerians dropped 300,000 to a 
total of 4.4 million, but because 
it usually declines more than 
that in May the bureau figured it 


as a rise of 130,000 on a seasonal 
basis. 


The bureau also reported that 


average earnings of some 45 
million rank and file workers — 
more than half the nation's work 
force — rose two cents an hour 
to $3.40 and increased $1.41 per 
week to $125.46. 


The average weekly paycheck 


was up $7.06 for a 6 per cent gain 
over the past year. A 4.3 per cent 
rise in living costs over the same 
period reduced purchasing 
power $5.39 per week, leaving 
the average workers with a net 
gain of $1.67. 


The report said the nation's 


total employment rose 500,000 in 
May to 78.7 million, but because 
it generally rises more in May 
the bureau figured it as a 265,000 
rise on a seasonal basis. 


PLANES FOR REFUGEES 


NEW DELHI (AP) — The 


United States is supplying four 
Air Force C130 transport planes 
and crews to carry thousands of 
East Pakistani refugees from 
overcrowded camps along the 
border to camps in the interior 
of India, informed sources 
report. 


The informants said the big 


jets will also transport badly 
needed 
relief 
supplies, 


especially medicine to fight a 
cholera epidemic that has killed 
more than 1,000 of the 4 million 
refugees from the civil war in 
East Pakistan. 


NEGRO VOTING 


WASHINGTON (AP) — New 


districting plans that could 
affect the voting rights of 
Southern Negroes do not have to 
be submitted to Washington for 
approval when they are for- 
mulated by federal judges, the 
Supreme Court has ruled. 


The decision Thursday held 


district court decrees changing 
election laws are not within 
reach of the 1S65 Federal Voting 
Rights Act.

He 
indicated the South Vietnamese 
would continue to rely heavily 
on full U. S. air support for some 
time to come. 


The South Vietnamese officers 


briefed newsmen on Cambodian 
operations but specified that 
their names could not be 
disclosed. 


They said Saigon's Task Force 


8, which retreated from Snuol 
last Monday, suffered 300 killed, 
wounded or missing, but some of 
its 74 missing have begun 


straggling back across the 
border. The force is no longer 
effective for combat, and it will 
take about a month to rebuild it, 
one general said. 


Two other task forces num-

Yesterday. I went out to the Dept. of Sports Fisheries and 


Wildlife trailer near the dam to see firsthand how the girls count 
scaly things. 


It was my last chance to see the operation before Carol and 


Barbara were automated out of their jobs. A week from tomorrow a 
videotape will take over where they have sat and watched for four 
years. 
I was met by Sven Johnson, the production manager out there 


and he explained how wires sensitive to the conductivity or 
displacement of an object going through the gate will set off a 
camera to record on tape the fish as they went through. 


With all of it recorded, the department merely has to rewind 


and play back the tape to get the count, eliminating the necessity to 
watch "dead" water — this is, the time when there is no activity. 


Up until this time the two girls sat in front of two closed-circuit 


TV sets and waited for an image, adding a fish to the proper 
category when it swam by right to left, subtracting it when the 
image went back downstream. 


Of course the action varied for them. This time of year, they 


might average 25 chinooks a day, a little boring. 


It isn't always like that, however. Like the time Barbara, with 


the help of now-retired counter Herb Meyer tabulated 1,101 of the 
Kings in one hour. Before the day was over, a record 5,557 passed 
through the two gates. 


It's not hard to see why Barbara at first said she "counted fish 


in her sleep, while she was watching television at home and even 
when she was driving." 


Carol hasn't been without her experiences either. Like the time 


she saw a inuskrat go across her screen backward, "paddling his 
feet like crazy." 


Or like the time a tree fell on the trailer. "It wasn't windy that 


day," recalls Carol, "but I heard this cracking noise. I looked out, 
didn't see anything. Then I heard it again. I opened the door and 
saw to my horror that the old tree next door was headed straight for 
me."Carol said she dove for the corner of the trailer, keeping her 
eye on the monitor the whole time, we presume. 


Johnson lauded the four years of service the girls have put in. 


"They have been just terrific," he said. 


He added that it isn't uncommon for fishermen to stop either 


one of the girls on the street to get the scoop about what's coming 
through down there. 


I'm sure those fishermen will join me in telling Carol and 


Barbara thanks, it won't be the same without you.

Leaders Say No Way 
To Avoid Tax Raise 


By BILL STALL 


SACRAMENTO 
(AP) - 


There is almost no way Gov. 
Reagan can avoid raising taxes 
by at least $220 million, 
legislative leaders of both 
parties said today. 


Reagan got some of the bad 


news in person late Thursday 
from a contingent of nine 
lawmakers who briefed him on 
the status of his welfare reform 
program. 


They told him that savings 


from the program have dwin- 
dled by about $50 million and no 
longer would be available to 
balance other parts of the 
budget for the spending year 
starting July l. 


The leaders, both Republicans 


and Democrats, agreed that the 
Reagan administration will 
have to find "new revenue 
sources" to make up for an 
unexpected dip in tax collec- 
tions. This could amount to a 
deficit figure of $150 million, by 
estimate of Legislative Analyst 
A. Alan Post. 


Reagan will have to find 


another $72 million to make up 


for budget -balancing funds he 
planned to borrow from the 
State Teachers 
Retirement 


Fund. 


Legislative 
budgetwriters 


have taken that money out of the 
spartan $6.74 billion budget 
Reagan 
sent 
to them 
in 


February. 


"And it stays out," declared 


Senate President pro tern James 
Mills, D-San Diego. 


After the 90-minute session, 


Sen. Fred Marler of Redding, 
the Senate Republican leader, 
commented, "If revenues are 
down from that figure used in 
the budget, then we will have to 
consider looking for revenue 
sources to match that amount." 


Around the Capitol, "revenue 


sources" is a polite way of 
saying tax increase. 


About the only way out for the 


governor would be to use some 
of the $700 million one-time 
windfall 
from 
payroll 


withholding of state personal 
income taxes. He has declared 
he would not use any of that for 
budget balancing purposes — 
only for onetime spending items 
such as building construction.

future of an election-reform bill 
has been clouded by two Senate 
committees' opposing stands on 
limiting campaign spending and 
contributions. 


The Rules Committee com- 


pleted work on the bill Thur- 
sday, tailoring it close to Nixon 
administration specifications by 
reversing a number of Com- 
merce Committee-approved 
provisions. 


A $5,000 limit on individual 


contributions to one candidate 
was removed by the Rules 
Committee at White House 
urging. And by a 4-3 vote the 
panel approved an over-all 
ceiling on advertising spending, 
instead of separate limitations 
on broadcast and other ad- 
vertising. 


The Commerce Committee 


had 
provided 
separate 


limitations — five cents' for each 
person of voting age — on ex- 
penditures for radio and TV 


time and for newspapers, 
magazines and billboards. 


It rejected, by a 9-8 vote, the 


Rules Committee proposal to 
allow a candidate to spend all 
the 10-cents -per-voter allocation 
on one type of advertising. 


The effect of the change in the 


case of a presidential candidate 
would be to permit $14 million 
expenditures for radio and TV 
time in next year's campaign 
instead of about $7 million, if no 
use were made of nonbroadcast 
media. 


In 
the 1968 presidential 


campaign, Republicans spent 
$12.7 million on radio and TV 
broadcasts, Democrats $6.1 
million. 


Knocking out the 
$5,000 


limitation on individual con- 
tributions to a candidate for 
federal office had bipartisan 
support in the Rules Committee. 
But in the Commerce Com- 
mittee it was tabled by a vote of 
11 to 6.
